Agreement on pay rises fur touchers 
wus reached last week bv the Burn- 
hum Committee which negotiates 
salaries. , . , 

The minimum rise for teachers 
car i ling less than £3.060 a year is 
£132. Those earning between £3,0G0 
and £4,160 will get 5 per cent more, 
minus £21. Those earning above 
£4.160 will get a rise of £189- 
The total cost of the uses is LSum. 
The teachers had claimed an extra 
£ 10 , 600 , 000 , equivalent to about 
another £20 u year each hut the 
managi-mont insisted ihnL tins would 
break the pay code. The £ 10 , G00, 000 
has been deducted from the global 
sum ns representing the cost of 
annual Increments which will bo 
paid later this year. 

Increments have been the slicking 
point during pay talks since the 
start of this year. The local authori- 
ties contended that they were not 
'* self- financing*’ ns was generally 
assumed. It used to be the case 
that those teachers who reached the 
Lop of their pay scales nnd stopped 
receiving increments were cancelled 
out hy younger teachers who started 
getting them. 

But the age profile of the tcacti- 
Ing profession has changed in 
recent years and the solf-bnlancmg 
of tho Increment system has been 
thrown out of gear. The authorities 
mniatnlncd at the start of the pay 
talks that Increments cost more than 
£13m. Hie teachers disputed this 
sum and also argued that there was 
no convincing proof that increments 
cost anything. . . . , . 

The social contract simulated that 
increments could not ue paid in 
addition to the salary rises allow- 
able under the pay code so the 
teachers will not obtain the maxi- 
mum of £208 a year more. No one, 
however, will get less than the 
minimum of £2.50 a week laid down 
In the code. 

The row over increments lias cost 
each teacher about £21. Mr Fred 
Jarvis, general secretary of tile 
National Union of Teachers, said 
the settlement was the best that 
could be reached. He said die union

Cautious yes to family advice

Experiments in the intermediate 
treatment of young off cutlers — • 
referring them to an advice centre 
and keeping them at home rather 
titan putting 'them in care— have not . 
been an unqualified success, says 
a report from the National Child- 
ren's Bureau. 

But it does believe that in the 
seven projects studied over five 
vears enough has been achieved, 
despite inadequate resources and 
conditions, to vindicate the basic 
approach. . 

The report studied seven family 
advice centres in London, Birming- 
ham, Barry, Macclesfield and New- 
castle. Though these were set up 
by social workers, the idea was to 
help local people identify their own 
needs and provide for themselves. 
Young offenders or children at risk 
were encouraged to do so me tiling 
constructive as nn aitcrnutivi: to 
delinquency. 

Some became involved in running 
adventure playgrounds, holiday play 
centres and a window cluunhig 
scheme for old people’s fluts. The 
survey found that education welfare 
workers almost invariably onposed 
the projects* attempts u» involve 
truants. 

. But project staff reported a signi- 
ficant number of young people were 
attracted towards the centres mid 
almost half of the truants or delin- 


quents showed luuuble improve- 
ment. Some rcseiunieiu was 
generated within the criinmuniiy, 
however. There were complaints 
that too much money was being 
spent on delinquents. 

The researchers comment: “We 
have no valid criteria for stating 
the time and money spent on any 
individual child or family was justi- 
fied by the results, except by refer- 
ring to the cost of social service, 
police and court cost proceedings 
and the cost of residential care, 
assessment and remand centres, 
community homes or prisons. 
Approving remarks by local police- 
men and probation officers are also 
quoted. 

In its final recoimimiid.uions thc 
report recommends that central 
government shnre with local nutlio- < 
rides the cost of providing inter- 
mediate treatment facilities, with 
more money spent on stuff and 
other resources. It suggests the 
schemes should be run in coopera- 
tion with area teams of local autho- 
rity social services departments. On 
thc-job training schemes fur inter- 
mediate treatment staff should be 
run at centres which currently pro- 
vide community and youth work 
courses.

SECO, though die younger, is die 
largest. Its 55,000 members come 
from around 275 schools, half -com- 
prehensives and half upper secon- 
dary schools, both mainly In south 
and central Sweden. 

Until 1970, Elevfdrbundet only 
recruited members at the post- 
comprehensive vocational schools. 
These nre now part of the integrated 
upper secondary system, but two- 
thirds of the 36,000 members are 
still doing work-oriented courses.

fehe outbreak of student protest 
and violence in Italy has little in 
common with the student rebellion 
of 1968. Student protest after 1968 
,was characterized by a myriad of 
utopian, left-wing ideologies pro-

The latest generation of Italian’ 

' students, while not rejecting revo- 
! lution, locks any clear-cut ideology. 
Tho present wnve of student prp- 
1 test and rage is the result of, dis* 
{illuslonment and despair, deriving

little hope of a more prosperous and 

•'Jess corrupt society.

It Is the turn of the school inspec- 
tors, to voice their disquiet over pro- 
posals in the Haby reforms which 
threaten to limit their responsibi- 
lities. Their union has said it will 
refuse to cooperate with authorities 
if the present system is changed. 

The anxiety comes in the same 
week t3iat major teaching unions 
have officially joined forces with 
jbe biggest parents’ • association — 
Comcc — in order to oppose the 
Haby reforms. The Minister of 
Education, M Ren6 Haby, has re- 
plied that things will go ahead as 
planned, starting with the new pro- 
grammes in certain schools this Sep- 
tember. 

The Union of National Education 
Inspectors for the ddpurteiHents 
(SNIDEN) is opposed to a move 
which would take responsibility for 
the first cycle of secondary schools 
(11 to 13) out of their hands and 
give it to the regional inspectors oE 
pedagogy (IPR) who would then 
take care of both the first and sec- 
ond cycles. 

The SNIDEN groups 1,089 of tlie 
1,290 inspectors and It argues that 
in the cause of continuity there 
should bo no artificial division of 
responsibilities between primary 
and secondary schools. Tlie IInby 
reforms propose that the SNIDEN 
inspectors should be left In charge 
of pre-school and primary education 
only. 

Tlie tldpartementalo inspectors 
(IDEN) took over the job of what 
were called primary inspectors and 
by the statute of 1972 were given 
a considerably enlarged, domain. 
They are now entitled tn inspect 
all primary schools and the first 
cycle of secondary schools consider- 
ing both the cducationul and | 
\ management aspects of their run- 
. ning* 

The IDEN Inspectors are recruited. 

, from fully qualified teachers and 
- it Is part of the union’s criticism 
t of the new proposals that: IPR in- 
1 spectors. would be chosen predonil- 
\ pently from among highly qualified 
academics. Selection would no

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In the second of a 
two-part series on corporate 
management, Patricia Rowan 
examines how money, time and 
people can be wasted by the new 
layers of management, what 
the effect is on teachers, and 
whether it is worthwhile ' 
for education to remain in 
local government 

Corporate management is not likely to 
go away. Shortage of money wilt make 
it more essential to plan resources cen- 
trally, anti the corporate voice is stronger 
than that of education. 

Some have argued that education would 
be better off out of local government, 
Such a root-and-branch approach is un- 
likely, but evidence suggests that other 
solutions nre possible. There are places 
where corporate management works, pro- 
grammes are still more important than 
administrators, and education can even 
benefit rather than suffer. 

The voice of education will have to 
be heard very loud elsewhere, however, 
Jf It is to regain control over Its own 
service or even stop things getting worse. 
And much bad management, over-manage- 
ment and many ill-conceived structures 
will need 10 be unscrambled. 
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In lost weeks article Gordon 
Moore complained that many 
authorities just copied the dia- 
grams from BairiB, without read- 
ing the text. 

None of the diagrams caused 
more trouble than this one. with 
us chief personnel officer curi- 
ously attached to the Chief Execu- 
te. In this case, the text did not 
help much either : 

" He should have direct access 
to the chief executive and not 
oe subordinated to any other chief 
officer. Chief officers in other 
departments will be expected to 
accept and act on the advice of 
«» .pemtamwr officer on matters 
witnin his specialized knowledge." 

In some places this has been 
taken to mean carte blanche for. 
personnel, never mind where the 
specialized knowledge Beds. Re- 
ap acted senior CEOs unstllfen their 
lips and hiss, '* the director of 
personnel is a trouble-maker, in the 
pocket of the chief executive ", 

Rotherham Is the only authority 
where the personnel director la 
paid more than the education direc- 
tor. and has his own name on 
advertisements for teacher jobs. It 
la one of the many authorities 
where personnel Is now seen as 
the control element In management. 

There is no doubt of the need 
for an experienced central person- 
nel staff to advise on complicated 
industrial relations legislation and 
trade union negotiations, as well as 
recruitment, training, welfare and 
career development.

Informality is vital. Wo encourage 
the Students to do things with the 
youngsters that arc just fun — going 
to the clnomo, taking them back to 
their- flats for coffeo. Not only can 
the students talk and learn about 
the children's perceptions- and atd 
tudes, something which emerges 
naturally, but the kids will discover 
and develop access to a different 
culture.

This 1 demonstration of technique 
19 important. The students must 
learn to be " enablers ” and “ moti- 
vators”. . Casual conversations can 
be tremendously valuable for teach- 
ing and learning, in the same way 
that real learning often takes place 
in a classroom when a good teacher 
gets off the point. The technique 
of using and developing what may 
be a throwaway comment or casual 
incident is a valuable teaching asset. 
It takes a lot for the students to 
appreciate what we mean. It needs 
an agility and alertness that are 
the conditions for any good hand- 
ling of a class of chflcfren— however 
well behaved or motivated. 


College 

democracy 

. K. Wymer 

All major colleges of further educa- 
tion now have governing bodies and 
academic boards. Staff and student 
representation varies with local 
authority Interpretation, but the 
opportunity for Involvement in 
decision-making is there. 

Whether- this has led to real par- 
ticipation depends on how far the 
element of democracy' lias percola- 
ted downwards to the organization 
of deiiartments and sections. 
Although staff and students have 
the machinery For exerting pressure, 
experience suggests that using it 
effectively is ■ tho exception rather 
than the rule. Smooth progress 
towards democratic control relates 
to the outlook of principals, and 
the support for change they get 
from their senior stnff, particularly 
bends of departments. 

Despite some democratization In 
recent years, many departments are 
still run in a manner which would 
be regarded as unacceptable in other 
occupations. Initially many depart- 
ments were small enough for con- 
sultation and communication to take 
place easily ahd in Formally over 
coffee. But many heads who started 
with five or six staff found them- 
selves with 40 or 50— as many as in 
sonic 'secondary i schools. It is inevi- 
table that some begin to Feel they 
are not involved in decision-making. 
A great deal of 111 for mat ion does not 
reach them, mainly because there 
is no adequate consultative 
machinery. •

Staff become disgruntled not be- 
cause they do not make decisions, 
but because they 'do not know what 
the decisions are, or the grounds 
on which they are taken. It is easy 
for a head to assume information 
is common knowledge, when it is 
available to nobody but himself. 
Staff meetings with a monologue 
three times a year are no solution. 

From 1968 to -1975 I was head of 
a department which grew from 14 
10 46 full-time staff, and from four 
to 42 part-timers. Two months after 
I was appointed I suggested a demo- 
cratic committee structure. Six sub- 
committees covoring tho main areas 
of work were, elected to make re- 
commendations to tho main depart- 
mental meeting, thc executive body. 
The constitution was similar to that 
of any organization run democratic- 
ally,, with all policy decisions to be 
taken by simple majority vote. 

Most staff were prepared to give 
it a try. Apart from the objections 
that committees “ waste time” and 
“rubber stamp”, some senior col-, 
leagues were apprehensive that 
their authority would be under- 
mined. - Some pointed out that a 
head of department’s contractual 
position means that lie, alone, is 
responsible, and might be in diffi- 
culty if his staff took policy deci- 
sions he was unable to support. It 
was tlierefnre written into tho con- 
stitution that the head of depart- 
ment would be chairman of the 
- main committee, but all other 
offices, including chairmen and sec- 
retaries of sub-committees, would be 
elected. 

Over eight years there was no 
crisis of tho kind envisaged, al- 
though it wns necessary to spend n 
gront deal of time presenting infor- 
mation and debating policies. 

Senior staff did not havo tlieir 


positions undermined in the way 
some ex pec Led. On the other hand, 
they, too, had to explain their atti- 
tudes and methods. We all foilnd 
It Impossible to get away with arbi- 
trary. decisions. Frank and open 
comment was encouraged, with the 
consequence that a great deal of 
information became available dur- 
ing discussion. 

A much larger proportion of sfaff 
than is normal bccamo involved in 
developments. An increasing num- 
ber were prepared to do prepara- 
tory work because they saw col- 
leagues' proposals Implemented 
after committee support. 

This is vital in any commit teo 
work: one nian, one vote doo's not 
automatically mean equal influeiicc. 
An individual's influence is directly 
related to his efforts in preparing 
papers and arguing a case. Thc 
provision of opportunity for initia- 
tives and the satisfaction resulting 
from achievements arguo strongly 
for an open democratic committee 
system. ’• 

After o-year, the constitution ‘was 
amended to provide for all ’part- 
time staff mid three students to<be 
full members of the main depart- 
mental committee, with powers, of 
cooption to enable other studaits 
to serve on subcommittees. The 
presence of students had a number 
of important consequences: the 
abolition of confidential reports and 
n staff-student committee to con- 
sider the case of any individual -who 
received serious adverse reports, on 
bis academic work. My experience 
working with students on commit- 
tees convinced me that they must 
become much more involved in 
curriculum development and' other 
general policy-decisions.

Initially 
Hawkins concentrates on social class 
differences the children show in diB 

f rammatical constructions they pre- 
er among thc possible variants or 
die nominal group. But he argues 
in Ids conclusion that the basic lin- 
guistic competence of rbe groups 
differs rather litLle. The working 
class children again appeared to 
have access to " as wide a range oE 
syntactic options " as the middle 
class children, but tbev did 110c use 
some' of them so often. It was 
therefore not their competence that 
was different but their choice of 
verbal strategy. 

To explain ihifi one must take a 
step back from ihe study of lan- 
guage and focus on differences in 
socialization. Hawkins reports on a 
" communication index ". which

f u ndue t, are particularly good. The 
Hiier shows, in n wav unusual even 
in more advanced texts, that micro- 
economic theory is the basis of 
macroeconomics.

Electronic scanning is primarily 
a process for cutting stencils, but U 
can be used for making offset mas- 
ters. The proecss > is slower und 
much more expensive than electro- 
static copying, hilt could be Used In 
a deportment where a scanner is 
already in use and the budget does 
not allow for additional equipment. 
It is technically possible tn make 
ofFset masters on heat, or thermo- 
graphic copiers hut the qualify is 
much less acceptable than from 
electrostatic copiers.

Pre-set Counter: A device that stops 
the duplicator (or stops it feeding 
pnper) when u pro-determined num- 
ber of copies have been run.

Saddle-stitching: A fastening pro- 
cess used in booklets where wire 
stitches (staples made from reels 
of wire ) are inserted along the Eold.

The many varied forces Influencing 
current school geography have 
nosed many practical management 
problems for increasingly complex 
departments. In these circum- 
st ances it is too easy to become 
absorbed in short and medium- 
term decisions, ami difficult to find 
a breathing space to consider long- 
term policy. 

Too often this long-term policy is 
simplistic either because of long 
standing traditions or the latest 
appealing innovation. But there is 
an urgent need— especially in the 
present educational climate— for 


aims relative- to the type and 


degree of geographical knowledge 
and the levels of skill to be 
acquired. Valuable in-service train- 
ing can thus be carried out witiifai 
the department. 

The delegation of duties within 
the department is also essential, 
and this should involve all staff. In 
practice this can be difficult for a 
variety of reasons; staff need to 
reexamine their priorities and a 
rededication to professionalism 
must emerge if disillusionment is 
to be avoided. 

Some of the most pressing 
management problems, however, 
come from three major concerns: 
what courses should be offered in 
the fourth and fifth years; how to 
allocate physical resources, and 
how to deploy staff. 

Geography is tremendously pop- 
ular at the moment within fourth 
year option systems. While this is 
satisfying, it must be tempered 
with the realization that this pop- 
ularity is not always founded on 
the intrinsic attractiveness of die 
subject, and that it can be 
weighted towards the lower end of 
the ability range. 

There is a greater need than 
ever for heads of departments to 
be aware of the relative strengths 
and weaknesses of members of 
their department and to use them 
properly. Similarly, physical 
resources must be used to their 
maximum effect and related to 
long-term department policies. The 
organization of examination group- 
ings then becomes vital. 

David Hall, on page 53, has 
accurately pinpointed the third 
year as problematic. If an inte-

This should be the concern of 
every department member. But 
many departments are composed of 
individuals who support different 
geographical traditions.

Many members are still unsure 
about courses reflecting modern 
approaches and a quick glance 
throu^i some CSE and GCE sylla- 
buses will confirm that there is 
still room for them to avoid theso. 
There must, therefore, be more 
meetings between younger and 
older department members.

about how the department should 
employ its role. Given the varied 
pupil intake of most comprehensive 
schools and the different levels at

It would be interesting to know 
how departments compile their 
fourth year examination groupings.

Renaissance exhibits include n 
splendid nautical almanac, with 
HSironoiiiiciiJ and tide tables, and 
a navigation textbook, printed in 
1711, which in list he one of the first 
scientific hooks written by an 
Englishman. Terrestrial and 'celes- 
tial globes enu l*e seen alongside 
the dividers with which they were 
used. 

Ludcsiniics, compasses, osiralahcs, 
quadra n ls, the first theodolite (an 
English invention), and a sandglass 
are all finely made and clearly 
displayed. There is an ingenious 
nocturnal, nn aid to telling the time 
ar night, and ii late seventcenth- 
ccmury telescope, made of papier- 
mile lui, gilt-tooled vellum and wood. 
It Ikis five draw-tubes and extends 
io five feet when focused. 

The oldest, globe in the museum, 
a ship's one- hour watch glass, and 
a seventeenth-century graphomotor 
were ull vnLunble aids io the navi- 
gators who used them. So were 
nautical lugs, pnckeL and overhead 
compasses, heroin oLers, sounding 
machines and Admiral Howe's 
pioneer regulator cluck, which had 
temperature control to give accurate 


fur use ut st-u, and led to the dove- 
lop mom of the marine chronometer. 
George UI allowed Harrison’* Hf» 
in he test ud at his private observa- 
tory at Richmond and, when he was 
SO, Harrison received £8,750 for 
his invention. 

But chronometers were expensive 
and ware not supplied generally to 
Royal Nuvy ships bv the Admiralty 
until 1818. They were the result 
of years of trial and endeavour, and 
came just before the days of steom 
navigation, which could not have 
survived economically without them. 
Standard rime now. of course, is 
thru ugh the transmission of Green- 
wich Mean Tima to nil pnrts of 
the world by wireless. 

Joiin Harrison is by no means 
the navigation room's only hero. 
Captain James Cook is also there, 
and his remarks on navigational 
tables and on the early chronometer 
he took on Ids second voyage nf 
exploration can be read in his 
photographed journal. Matthew 
Flinders, surveyor of the coasts of 
Australia, and William " bread- 
fruit u Rligh, of the Bounty, are also 
well documented. 

All this and much more can be 
seen in the navigation rouiu. The 
seamen, inventors and craftsmen it 
coimuemm-ums had problems and a

Geography has a poor lobby in 
junior schools. In recent evaluations 
of the primary scene by the TES 
and The Guardian, the subject is not 
mentioned at all, either in its own 
right or as part of combined 
studies. It is ofien assumed that 
teachers cover geographical experi- 
ence through topic or project work, 
or during environmental studies. 
But recent research indicates that 
In fact the subject is poorly repre- 
sented in the Junior school 
curriculum. 

Buck in the 1950s, when geo- 
graphy appeared for the regular 
two periods each week on the time- 
table, there was some certainty that 
a child’s awareness of his environ- 
ment was being widened and deep- 
ened. Under modem flexible 
arrangements, It seems unlikely that 
tms^amount of time Is being devoted 

Moreover, the lack of structure in 
those geographical experiences that 
are available is quite alarming. 
DBS inspectors, in a recent sur- 
veyii), indicated a positive link 
between a planned course of study 
and good achievements in a subject, 
regardless of whether It was taught 
separately or as part of a combined 
approach. Yet out of 215 schools 
included in their survey, two thirds 
Had a poor scheme of work or no 
scheme at all. The majority of these 
schools also had poor levers of 
achievement. 

Other research'^) has pointed to 
the lack of conceptual structure in 
syllabuses and the poor emphasis 
on skills such as mapvvork; the 
under use of the local area; and 
little reference to sample study 
material. 

In fact, project or topic work 
does not seem to cover geographical 
experience adequately, despite 
strong support from the Plowden 
report which clearly indicated that 
geography had an important role to 
n h , el S ing , People to under- 
stand people” whether as & separ- 
ate subject or in the combined form.

SLi.lSf qu J a,rty of Geographical 
teaching, and use of the local area 
was advocated, plus the importance 
ot accurate sample study material 


as a basis for increased understand- 
mg of distant peoples and environ- 
ments. 

Part of the explanation for this 
state of affairs may be that few 
teachers _ hold formal academic 
qualifications in geography. Equally, 
a lack of resources such ns maps 
may preclude tlieir systematic use 
in schools, though this paucity of 
resources reflects the low priority 
given to the subject in competition 
for limited finance. Too often geo- 
graphy resources consist of class 
or school library books from which 
information can be copied. 

The main task for geographers 
is to reassert the value of geo- 

a ucnl i experience to young 
■en in terms of useful skills, 
such as map reading, and essential 
understanding, for example of dis- 
tant people and environments. Geo- 
graphers must also show how these 
skills can be mastered and an under- 
standing of man end Ills environ- 
ment attained not by accumulating 
simple facts about places, but by 
exposure to the key ideas forming 
the basis of the subject.

There Is nowhere so small jn area 
yet so large and varied in its 
appeal as the Luke District. It 
comes as no surprise to learn ihui, 
for the tenth successive year, youth 
hostel •* overnights " have &ei a 
ne w record. 

It is by far the most popular 
hostelling urea in Britain. There is 
a choice of -2 .youth hostels in 
which to stay— and 289,726 people 
stayed in them in 1976, making 
them the best used hostels in the 
country. There are simple, “ gut- 
away-fronvit-HlI ” hostels, like Coll- 
ision Cnjipermines, high above the 
village, reached only by a path. 

Special field study facilities, in- 
cluding workroom, equipment, 
books and day-time uccess, arc pro- 
vided at Kawkslicnd and High 
Close. Ambleside and Puttcrdule arc 
two nf the very few four star 
special grade hostels in Britain. For 
the tough adventure holiday, the 
junior nature trail or the A level 
fieldwork student, Lakeland has its 
own attraction. There is something 
for everybody. 

Two personal favourites of mine 
lie sway front the day trippers, 
cars and tnurist havens, and are 
thus well suited for school journdy 
parties. Longthwuiie, in log cuhiu 
style, is beautifully situated in a 
wooded valley beside the west bank 
of the River Derwent in Burrow- 
dale. It is a good centre for moun- 
tain walking In reach uf Scnfcll and 
Great Gable. 


The adjacent Sen lit wail e Valiev 
is ii magnificent glaciated valley fui 
gengrapnical field work. Ihe liiu.li 
views from VVniendhitli are null 
worth Lhe easy ascent. There are 
no tuurisLs, no souvenir shops, 
just one local with a hikers' hur tin 
the staff, mul a really first-class 
hostel warden well used m large 
school parties. 'Lhe liusiel is warm 
ami comfortable; being in iht- wei- 
tust valley in England, it li.is good 
drying facilities and welcome hut 
showers. On warm summer days 
the Derwent is fine for bathing. 

Paucrdalc is an uiirsianding 
special grade hostel. Of recent con- 
struction, clad largely in green 
Skiddaw slate outside and niirucrive 
pine inside, it is more hotel ilmn 
hostel. Knsy local walks, well des- 
cribed in Natinnul Park leaflets, lake 
in attractive waterfalls nt Airs Force 
and footpaths around Ullswuicr 
rc ached by lake steamer from Glen- 
ridding Pier. Such Naiioiml Park 
information services are a most help- 
ful feature in planning activities fur 
your party. 

Tile nearby Grisednlc valley is a 
perfect glacial sample study, com- 
plete with hanging valleys, scree 
slopes, old lake bed, misfit stream, 
moraine and clussic IJ-shape. In 
fine weather there are relatively 
easy walks to Red Turn, and for 
the more adventurous across Strid- 
ing Edge to llelvcllyn, High Street 
mid Blca Water arc within another 
exhilarating day’s walk from the 
hostel, while KirksLoilc Beck pro- 
vides an i u te resting walk and nver 
study close hi bund.

Tlic West Dnys ? 

Panel rum a, BBC I last Monday. 

* Unbalanced and untruthful ", Mr 
Jarvis ? Would that it were so. Just 
as the GLC made an ass of them* 
selves by trying to stifle Yorkshire 
Television’s recent report on Lon- 
don’s slum housing, so do they 
impugn themselves who protest too 
loudlv about the validity of The 
Bert Ihws ? — especially when they 
nnnest before they have even seen 

it. 

What, iri the event, did we sec ? 
— Memorable sights, of a kind to 
make any paint's flesh creep, and 
to turn any teacher’s stomach with 
sympathetic horror. 

We began with nn assembly, in 
which a master enthusiastically pre- 
sented some Wagner to an apathetic 
audieucc. "If you listen quietly, 
you might be surprised to find it’s 
quite enjoyable.”

Whnt would Sir Joshua have made 
of It ? In the courtyard of the 
Royal Academy the first president’s 
palette reflects the narrowest beam 
of light up on tn the night sky w 
draw who knows what imngc of the 
future. Inside, beads of glistening 
light ripple across the stuccoed cell- 
ing. stiffen up and descend, a lumi- 
nous platform, oil to the visitors’ 
heads below — heads already stun- 
ned by what they see before thorn. 

Although holography was con- 
ceived by Dennis Gabor in 1947 it 
was not until the invention of tlic 
laser in 1960 that really accurate 
results were made possible. While 
the photograph records the image 
in one plane only, the holograph 
behaves like a real scene, revealing 
different aspects of the object as 
the viewer’s position changes. The 
constant temptation is to reach 
out to grasp the object, turn on the 
tap, pick up the telephone. Because 
several Images cap be stored on the 
same hologram plate, the plate con 
be rotated, one image dissolving to 
reveal another. It seems like 
sorcery.

Cherida Mares on a social studies series for teenagers Brian Hill on the BBC’s intensive language courses 


Scene

Scene is for teenagers of average 
and below average ability, which 
is intended to act ns a starting point 
for discussion and follow up work 
in humanities and social sciences. 
It runs in a two-year cycle, so no 
programme is repeated in die year 
after its first transmission, thus 
allowing the series to be viewed by 
pupils in both fourth and fifth 
years. 

A study box is available (price 
£8.30} winch provides material for 
a class of up to 30 pupils. Unfor- 
tunately this summer is the last 
time the study box is being pro- 
vided, ns production costs are mak- 
ing it impossible to keep the price 
within tlic reach of most schools. 

The programmes this term have 
covered a wide spect ruin uf 
interests, from combat sports in 
teenage magazines, from emotional 
problems to map reading. Some of 
■ the topics might at first seem to 
appeal predominantly to either boys 
or to girls, buL in fuel teachers 
using the series have found thut 
both sexes have enjoyed most pm- 
grammes, and although boys tended 
to be less interested in the- teenage 
magazine, both hoys and girls 
found mountain climbing the least 
interesting of the topics. 

As was to be expected, there were 
various reasons for these prefer- 
ences. Many pupils commented 
that they had already seen enough 
television coverage of struggle:.- on 
rock and snow slopes, and perhaps 
another reason for finding this tonic 
uninteresting in comparison with 
others covered this term, is con- 
nected with the phrase '• relevant

experience " in the teacher's notes. 

une of the reasons for Scene’s 
popularity is that pupils expect to 
he able to Identify and t» discuss 
events directly related to their own 
lives. 

Iho piny “Mum, where are 
Er * c Fnicu, intended io 
help children understand that 
patents have lives and problems of 
their own, gave Just this nppni-uinuv 
Fur pupils to identify with the 
characters, to discuss topics such as 
interdependence, resentment uud in- 
security within the family, and to 
realize that many of tlieir own 
feelings are mirrored in the lives 
ot their classmates. 

Ihc documentary programmes 
this term have been equally success-

happily ever after", which used case 
histories to illustrate the issue* 
involved in adoption. In many dnss- 
looms die programme acted as a 
catalyst for a discussion on complex 
leohngs about family velntioiisliiii.s 
mid for the exploration of topics 
such as abortion, illegitimacy and 
Fostering. . 

Next term’s programmes promise 
to be equally interesting mid include 
another pluy by Eric Puke about the 
isolation of young families in high, 
nse Flats, a programme on the re- 
hearsing and production of the 
Morccmnhe and Wise show ami six 
dociinicnianc.s. The documentaries 
euublc pupils to talk about subjects 
such as lire oil n commune, running 
away front home, social workers and 
teenage g uiigs. 

'1 he BBC shows its appreciation 
or tins series hy allowing it Ln he 
one of the rare schools’ programmes 
in winch the length of transmission 
varies from week to week, some- 
times lusting 30 minutes instead of 
me statutory 20 minutes of most 
schools prog in mines. 


Intensive language teaching is 
attracting increasing attention, und 
this spring ihe BBC is offering .sonic 
snort intensive courses in various 
packages, ranging fiuni mice a duy 
for five days iu once a week for five 
weeks.

There is far too little mat- 
erial about girls: readings from 
Sir Francis Chichester’s biography 
and next term’s The Codebreakers 
by David Kalin are certain losers in 
a class of female 15-year-olds. 

Looking forward to transmissions 
in the summer of Alec Lea’s To 
Sunset at id Beyond and Annabel 
Farjeon’s 77ie Siege of Trapp’s Mill, 
teachers may find that taping pro- 
grammes to use with each other 
to explore a particular genre is the 
sort of consumer initiative that 
encourages producers. Related 
books of interest written up in the 
teacher's notes certainly point that 
way.
